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Drags warning given 
after clubber’s death 


NIGHT CLUB reveller 
Darran Baker died after 
taking five Ecstasy 
tablets washed down 
with a cocktail of strong 
lager, cider and black 
currant. 

Coroner Dr Peter Dean 
recorded a verdict of 
accidental death on the 22- 
year-old and issued a 
warning on the dangers of 
drug use at the inquest into 
his death. 

Mr Baker, of Hythe Close, 
Burwell, died in hospital nearly 12 
hours after he was taken ill in a 
Newmarket night club. 

The inquest at Bury St Edmunds 
heard that a police sergeant took 
him to hospital in a police van 
after being told that an ambulance 
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would not be available for an hour. 

He was taken into intensive care 
but died just after 3pm that 
afternoon. 

Dr Dean said: “This highlights 
the very significant dangers of 
drug use in general and Ecstasy 
specifically. People can take 
Ecstasy for a long period of time 
and then suddenly run into 
difficulties.” 

He said there was no indication 
that Mr Baker, a temporary 
administrative clerk, had taken 
the five tablets at once - although 
friends warned him against doing 
so - with the intention of harming 
himself. 

“It was just a tragic accident,” 
the coroner said. 

The coroner read a statement 
from Det Chief Insp David 
Skevington who led an

investigation into Mr Baker’s 
death. 

The police officer said Mr Baker 
had met two friends in Newmarket 
on Saturday, July 22, last year - the 
night that he died. One of them 
had earlier bought 15 Ecstasy 
tablets and Mr Baker had five of 
them at about 8.45pm. 

He had been a low-level Ecstasy 



user and was warned not to take 
all five tablets at once. 

During a night in the pubs and 
clubs of Newmarket Mr Baker 
drank “snakebite” - a cocktail of 
strong lager, cider and black 
currant. 

In the early hours of the 
morning he was taken out of a 
club “feeling very hot and 
hallucinating.” 

A member of the club staff tried 
to help him and the police were 
called. They saw he was very ill 
and called for an ambulance. But 
when they learned of the delay, Mr 
Baker was taken to West Suffolk 
Hospital, Bury St Edmunds, in a 
police van. 

After Mr Baker’s death police 
took the unusual step of issuing a 
public warning to young revellers 
about pink Ecstasy tablets with a 
kangaroo motif stamped on them. 
Some of the tablets were seized in 
Cambridge as well as Newmarket.

Shopkeeper jailed for 
growing cannabis plants 


CANNABIS user Stephen 
Hill has been jailed for six 
months after being 
caught growing the drug 
for a second time. 

The 57-year-old was caught 
with 174 plants last year and as 
a result had a 10-month sus¬ 
pended sentence imposed. 

Officers raided his Swaffham 
Bulbeck home again last month, 
and found 161 plants waiting to 
be harvested. 

The shopkeeper appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court after 
admitting cultivating and 
possessing cannabis. 

Hill runs the Natural store in 
Mill Road, Cambridge - which, 
quite legally, sells cannabis 
seeds and books on how to grow 
the drug. 

The amateur horticulturalist 
was said by Mark Shelley, 
mitigating, to have been a 
cannabis addict since his early 
20s. 

Mr Shelley said Hill only 
smoked “home-grown” and 
refused street-bought herbal 
cannabis. 

He said: “Cannabis has had a 
hard hold on him and he just 
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could not face the consequences 
of doing without it.” 

A forest of plants, at various 
stages of growth, was dis¬ 
covered at his home in Green 
Bank in June. They were 
growing in a shed at the large, 
detached premises, equipped 
with specialised lighting and 
watering systems. Herbal cann¬ 
abis was found in the house, 
along with £1,960 cash. 

In March last year Hill was 
given a 10-month prison term, 
suspended for 12 months, and 


ordered to do 180 hours of 
unpaid community work. He 
had admitted growing the crop 
and possession with intent to 
supply. This time he was given 
six months for possessing a 
class C drug, six months for 
cultivating it, and six months of 
the previous sentence was 
invoked. The terms will run con¬ 
currently 

Judge Jonathan Haworth 
said: “You leave the court with 
no alternative. It is a flagrant 
flouting of the chance the court 
gave you last time and I am 
afraid you bring the con¬ 
sequences of today’s decision on 
yourself.”

Police alert over on-line dog sellers 


POLICE have issued a warning 
about on-line advertisements 
which could be a con trick. 

Two people in Newmarket have 
paid a total of nearly £900 for dogs 
after responding to on-line 
advertisements. But they have not 
received the dogs and have been 
unable to contact the “sellers”. 

One person paid £578 for a Great 


Dane and another paid £300 for an 
English Bulldog. 

The advertisers claimed to be in 
Plymouth and Dublin, but they 
cannot be traced. 

The puppies were offered for 
sale in on-line classified advertise¬ 
ments. The cash was paid via a 
Moneygram and one of the buyers 
was asked for more money to 


cover the cost of sending the 
puppy. 

Subsequent communication 
with the “sellers” has been in 
“poor English”. 

Police are investigating and 
have issued a warning to the 
public to be cautious when 
responding to on-line advertise¬ 
ments. They have also advised 


people against sending money to 
people whose identity cannot be 
verified.

Case against 
club boss is 
adjourned 

A NIGHT CLUB manager has appeared 
in court accused of breaching the 
terms of a licence. 

Nathan Brown, of De Niro’s in 
Newmarket, has been charged with 
using non-licensed staff to carry out 
duties contrary to the Private Security 
Industry Act 2001. 

The charge is understood to relate to 
the use of glass collectors at the club to 
search customers - a duty which 
should be carried out by licensed door 
supervisors. The offence is alleged to 
have been committed between 
December 14 last year and January 19. 

Brown, 27, of Highclere Close, 
Newmarket, indicated that he was 
intending to deny the offence when he 
made a brief appearance at Mildenhall 
magistrates’ court. 

The case was adjourned by the court 
clerk, Simon Bolt, until August 2 for the 
prosecution to prepare a “full file” on 
the case. 

The hearing came just three days 
after Forest Heath District Council 
carried out a review of the club’s 
licence at the request of the police. 

The council’s licensing act sub¬ 
committee imposed tighter conditions 
on the club’s licence.

Car spaces go for 
arson repair work 


TRAFFIC chaos is pred¬ 
icted when about a third 
of the bays in a multi¬ 
storey car park are taken 
out of use for a month. 

A total of 160 spaces - 20 of 
them for disabled “blue badge” 
holders - in Newmarket’s 
Guineas multi-storey car park 
will be affected as council 
contractors repair damage 
following an arson attack. 

A car was deliberately set 
alight on the lower level of the 
car park nearly a month ago. 
The car park has continued to 
be used, but now work is to be 
carried out to wash off soot 
from the fire, repaint the walls 
and ceilings, and replace 
damaged lights and electrical 
wiring. 
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The bill for the work is 
covered by Forest Heath District 
Council’s insurance but the 
council has refused to say how 
much it is costing. 

Coun Bill Burch, the town 
mayor, said: “I feel very 
distressed about it. I think it 
will cause chaos. But I don’t 
know how you can make the 
parking situation any worse in 
the town than it already is. 

“There should be some 
temporary arrangement for the 
cars to park somewhere else, 
although I admit I can’t think of 
anywhere they could go.” 

District council officials say 
there should be enough unused 


capacity in the rest of the car 
park. 

The open-air section of the 
bottom of the car park will be 
allocated temporarily to Blue 
Badge holders while the work is 
carried out. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“The area is expected to be 
closed for up to four weeks, but 
Forest Heath District Council 
will work to ensure minimal 
disruptions.” 

Some stairwells in the car 
park will be closed while the 
work is under way. 

Police are still investigating 
the incident which wrecked a 
Saab car and sent a pall of 
smoke over the town centre. 
Two fire crews tackled the blaze 
at the time and firefighters had 
to use breathing apparatus.

Asbo woman admits 


obstructing rail track

PHONE nuisance Kay 
Cousins stood in front 
of a train - twice - 
because she “couldn’t 
cope”. 

Cousins, who is the 
subject of an anti-social 
behaviour order (Asbo) 
banning her from making 
unjustified calls to the 
emergency services, admit¬ 
ted two new charges of 
obstructing the railway 
track when she made her 
latest appearance in court 
on Tuesday 

Ian Devine, prosecuting 
at Bury St Edmunds mag¬ 
istrates’ court, said Cous¬ 
ins had stood in the middle 
of the railway track at 
Newmarket covering her 
eyes with her hands as a 
train approached. 

“Fortunately the driver 
saw her and slammed the 
brakes on causing the train 
to stop within a few feet of 
her,” he said. 

Just six weeks later 
Cousins was again seen on 
the railway line at a foot 
crossing. A landscape 
gardener working nearby 
spotted her and tried to get 
her to move. But she 
refused and again a train 
had to stop to avoid hitting 
her. 

The incidents happened 
on January 3 and February 
22 this year. 

Cousins, 45, of New Che- 
veley Road, Newmarket, 
was appearing in court for 
sentence for breaching the 
Asbo ban on her making 
nuisance calls to the emer¬ 
gency services, having a 
kitchen knife in a public 
place, making a threat¬ 
ening or abusive call to 
Cambridgeshire police. 

Mr Devine said that on 
May 23 - just two days after 
a previous court appear¬ 
ance - Cousins was seen 
walking in the middle of

the road in Newmarket 
pulling her hair out and 
shouting and swearing. 
Cars had to swerve to avoid 
her and pedestrians were 
alarmed by her behaviour. 

He said that in an earlier 
incident she had walked 
across the All in front of 
traffic. Police had found a 
knife in her bag when they 
were called. 

The court heard that 
Cousins told police that she 
“couldn’t cope”. 

District Judge David 
Cooper sent her to Ipswich 
Crown Court for sentence 
after hearing that a 
psychiatrist recommended 
that a further report on her 
should be made by a 
forensic psychiatrist. 

Her solicitor Jeremy 
Kendall made a plea for 
sentence to be passed at 
magistrates’ court. 

“She doesn’t have a 
treatable mental illness. 
But all the evidence points 
to the fact that she should 
be subject to a supervision 
order,” he said. “Clearly she 
needs help in the com¬ 
munity” 

Judge Cooper granted 
her conditional bail until 
the crown court hearing - 
on a date to be set - subject 
to conditions to co-operate 
with the probation service 
and a mental health worker. 
The Asbo remains in force.

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Work to start on new 
Hvrong way’ cycleway 


WORK is about to start to 
create a cycle track on a busy 
High Street pavement. 

The controversial cycle track will 
also take the “wrong way” along a one¬ 
way street and through to pedestria¬ 
nised areas in Newmarket. 

Part of the work includes converting 
a pedestrian crossing on the High 
Street to a “Toucan” crossing so that 
cyclists can cross without dismounting. 

The scheme has come under fire 
from the town’s mayor, Coun Bill 
Burch. 

He said: “It annoys me - particularly 
that they are altering the pedestrian 
crossing at Sun Lane so that cyclists 
can ride across with pedestrians and 
that they are going to take the cyclists 
the wrong way in Palace Street. 

“It’s government legislation and 
there’s nothing we can do about it. 
Nothing will be done unless anybody 
gets killed.” 

Shops and other businesses in the 
High Street have been warned that the 
work will take five weeks. 

The pavement at Rutland Hill in the

High Street is to be widened between 
the junctions with Palace Street and 
Rous Road. 

The cycle track is part of a national 
route which will send riders along 
Rous Road where parking spaces will 
be removed to make way for the new 
cycle way. 

Suffolk County Council, which is 
carrying out the scheme, said the town 
council and other interest groups were 
“broadly supportive”. 

The route will take cyclists along 
pedestrianised Sun Lane and 
Wellington Street. 

Contractors Alfred McAlpine have 
said they will also be changing the 
pedestrian crossing outside Wool- 
worths to a Puffin - pedestrian user- 
friendly intelligent - crossing. 

Work is due to be suspended when 
race meetings are held at Newmarket 
to avoid causing traffic hold-ups. 

The work was stopped this week 
during the July festival race meeting. 


Further work on the cycleway is 
planned when the controversial 
changes to the town’s Clocktower road 
junction are carried out. 

Footpaths in Exning Road and Willie 
Snaith Road are due to be widened and 
new links to the town’s “Yellow Brick 
Road” footpath and cycleway are to be 
created. There will also be a cycle 
crossing Noel Murless Drive. 

The total cost of the work in 
Newmarket is expected to be £111,000. 

The works on Rutland Hill are 
costing £11,000, work in Rous Road 
£20,000, the pedestrian cross work is 
costing £20,000 and extra block paving 
for the pavement is £60,000. 

Coun Warwick Hirst, former mayor, 
said the scheme was “absolutely 
crazy”. 

He said: “You could get a cycle club, 
or individual cyclists whizzing across 
the pavement in the High Street, down 
Sun Lane and across the High Street 
and speeding up Wellington Street. But 
it’s a government scheme and there’s 
not a lot we can do about it.”

Man put on sex offenders’

A MAN has been put on 
the sex offenders’ regis¬ 
ter after serving a seven- 
year jail sentence for 
having sex with a 12- 
year-old girl in the 
United States. 

Matthew Greening, 27, 
was deported to Britain 
after completing his 
sentence in Texas. 

District Judge David

market, on the register. 

Tracy Wisbey, police 
solicitor, said Greening 
had been jailed while 
living in Texas for 
“aggravated sexual 
assault” on the 12-year- 
old daughter of a 
colleague who served 
with him in the state’s 
National Guard. 

Greening’s solicitor 
Jeremy Kendall said he 
did not dispute the 


application to go on the 
register for life. 

But he said that 
Greening was “unfortu¬ 
nate” to be required to 
go on the register 
because he had received 
a more severe sentence 
in the USA than he was 
likely to have received in 
Britain. 

He said Greening had 
served the full seven 
years of his sentence 
without remission.

A THREE-day summer 
festival is expected to 
attract record crowds to 
Newmarket’s newly-re- 
vamped July racecourse.

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A14 work likely 
to cause delays

MAJOR work on the A14 
is being carried out to 
reduce road noise and 
improve safety. 

The £1.5 million scheme is 
being carried out in three 
phases during the next two 
months and will involve the 
stretch of road near New¬ 
market. 

The work will involve 
overnight closures of the road 
and diversions for motorists 
who have been warned to 
expect delays. 

Austin Adkins, Highways 
Agency route performance 
manager said: “This section of 
the A14 is used by 44,000 
vehicles a day Once completed, 
the renewed carriageways will 
be quieter for drivers and 
people living close to the A14. 

“These overnight carriage¬ 
way closures are essential - 
without them we cannot 
complete the work to refurbish 
the carriageway, white lines 
and road studs. The work will 
be carried out at night when 
traffic flows are lower” 

The first phase will involve 
the replacement of bridge 
joints at Kentford and will 
mean the closure of the west¬ 
bound carriageway between 
the B1506 junction at Kentford 
and the All Waterhall inter¬ 
change on the outskirts of 
Newmarket. 

The closures are scheduled 
between 8pm and 6am on 
Saturday, Sunday and Monday 
Traffic will be diverted 
through Newmarket. 

The second phase involves 
resurfacing the westbound 
carriageway and painting new 
white lines. 

The work is due to be carried 


out between Monday and 
Wednesday, July 25. It will 
involve some overnight diver¬ 
sions and the closure of the 
westbound All junction with 
the A14. 

The A142 Exning exit slip 
road will be closed overnight 
on Monday, July 23, and the 
A142 Exning entry slip road 
will be closed the following 
night. 

The third phase will involve 
resurfacing and new white 
lines on the eastbound 
carriageway. The work is 
planned between Wednesday, 
July 25 and Wednesday, August 
22 . 

There will be overnight road 
closures and some lane clos¬ 
ures at other times. 

The All will also be closed 


from the A1304 Six Mile Bottom 
junction to the A11/A14 
junction east of Newmarket. 

Diversions will take drivers 
through Newmarket from the 
Quy junction on the A14 and 
the Six Mile Bottom junction 
on the All. 

A temporary 50mph speed 
limit will operate while the 
works are being carried out. 

The resurfacing work will 
also involve closing the 
A14/A142 Exning interchange 
slip roads overnight. A clearly 
signed diversion route will be 
in place.

RACEHORSE owners 
are expected to bid for 
distinctive racing silks 
due to be sold at an 
auction in Newmarket 
next week. 

The silks, worn by jockeys 
at the races, have been 
released by the British 
Horseracing Board and are 
expected to sell for between 
£2,000 and £10,000 at 
Bonhams second racing sale 
which is being staged at the 
Tattersalls racehorse sales 
ring in the town. 

Porters from the auction 
firm modelled the colours to 
promote the sale. The more 
simple colours are expected 
to sell for a higher price. 

The top price is expected 
to be paid for a plain white 
shirt with a pink cap - 
estimated value £10,000 to 
£15,000. 

The bid price will include 
a 10-year registration fee 
with the Horseracing 
Regulatory Authority - 
currently £367. 

The sale also includes a 
range of horse racing works 
of art and memorabilia. 

One of the most unusual 
items in the sale is “The 
Baghdad Cup” which has an 
estimated value of £2,000 to 
£3,000. 

The silver gilt cup 
produced in Birmingham in 
the 1930s was won during 


the Baghdad Derby in the 
1936/37 season by the 
racehorse owner, Ronald 
Blair Murdoch, an 
industrialist who was 
working in Iraq at the time. 

Murdoch’s horse ran 
home to beat the favourite 
owned by the Harrow 
educated King Ghazi of 
Iraq who died just three 
years later at the age of 27 
when he crashed his open 
topped sports car. The cup 
will be sold with an original 


photograph of King Ghazi 
presenting the trophy. 
Among the other items is 
an autograph book that 
includes the signatures of 
Dick Francis, Lester Piggott 
and Edward Hyde which 
has an estimated value of 
£ 120 . 

Popular racehorse Desert 
Orchid, who died in 
November at the New¬ 
market stable which had 
become his retirement 
home, is featured in an 


original painting expected 
to sell for between £6,000 
and £8,000. Top horse 
painter Barrie Linklater’s 
portrait of “Dessie” at full 
gallop is expected to attract 
attention from fans of the 
famous grey horse. 

The sale, which will be 
held on Friday, July 20, will 
include a large number of 
items relating to New¬ 
market’s racing history. 

One of the paintings is 
by one of Newmarket’s 
most distinguished 19th 
Century equestrian artists, 
Harry Hall. His picture of a 
charismatic jockey on a 
chestnut racehorse is 
estimated at £10,000 to 
£15,000. 

Harry Hall was born in 
Cambridge in 1813/14 but 
spent more than 40 years 
working in Newmarket 
producing sporting and 
equestrian pictures for 
various wealthy owners and 
trainers. 

A painting by the 20th 
Century New Zealand born 
artist and Newmarket 
resident, Michael Jeffery, 
depicting colts at exercise 
in Newmarket is estimated 
at £7,000 to £10,000, while 
another 20th Century 
picture of the Newmarket 
trained stallion, Rock Sand, 
who won the Triple Crown 
as a three year old, by artist 
Harrington Bird (1846-1936), 
is estimated at £4,000 to 
£ 6 , 000 .

New plan for flats 


PLANS for flats to be built in 
the grounds of a large house 
have taken a new twist with 
councillors indicating that 
they want to approve the 
latest of four schemes. 

The future of The Gables 
in Bury Road, Newmarket, 
has been under discussion 
for more than two years. 

Developers have been 
trying to get council 
approval to build in the 
grounds. 

One scheme - for 20 flats 
in three blocks - was 
approved by a planning 
inspector six weeks ago 
following an appeal. 

Now a new plan for 24 flats 
in two blocks is set to be 
approved after members of 
Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee indicated support for 
it - against the advice of 
their planning officials who 


said it should be rejected. 

Suffolk County Council’s 
historic buildings officer 
opposes the scheme on the 
grounds that the four-storey 
“mass” of the flats would be 
out of keeping with other 
buildings in Bury Road. 

The new scheme is 
supported by Newmarket 
Town Council, but it is 
opposed by four residents. 

The developers, Century 
(UK), have said the flats will 
be built in a traditional style 
based on neighbouring late 
19th century and early 20th 
century buildings. 

They have also said that a 
mature copper beech tree, 
regarded as a land mark in 
the area, will be saved. The 
scheme already approved by 
the planning inspector 
would result in the tree 
being cut down.

night club 


PLANS for a new night club 
are facing opposition from 
people living nearby 
Residents are worried they will 
suffer nights of noise and distur¬ 
bance as revellers flood their town 
when the club opens in New¬ 
market this month. 

The club, called Innocence, is 
being set up in the High Street in 
the premises of the former Club 
M, which had a total capacity of 
800 when it closed two years ago. 

Part of the building operates as 
lap dancing club Heaven. But the 
main part of the building has not 
been used since Club M closed. 

The new club will mean that the 
town could attract more than 2,000

night clubbers at weekends - the 
town’s other club De Niro’s has a 
total capacity of 1,500. 

Former town councillor John 
Howell said: “Life in the inner 
town residential area has been 
much better since Club M closed. 
I’m not at all happy at the prospect 
of all the problems starting again. 

“I shall be canvassing our 
district councillors to get them to 
ask questions before the residents 
decide what to do.” 

Mr Howell, who lives in The 
Avenue near the club, said 
residents suffered problems of 


parking, noise and disturbance in 
the past. 

There were also complaints that 
sex acts were carried out in cars 
and in the street. 

Coun Bill Burch, Newmarket’s 
mayor, said the news of a new club 
opening in the town was “very 
disappointing”. 

“I think the police already have 
their work cut out coping with 
people who come to De Niro’s at 
weekends,” he said. 

Police have been staging a 
clampdown on street offences by 
issuing fixed penalty “on-the-spot” 
fines for minor disturbances and 
unpleasent offences such as 
urinating in shop doorways. 


Extra officers are sent to the 
town on weekend nights to cope 
with what police call “the night¬ 
time economy” 

It is unclear whether the new 
club would be able to stay open 
until 4am like De Niro’s. 

Club M was refused an 
application, under the planning 
regulations, to stay open until that 
time. 

No-one was available for 
comment on behalf of the new 
club. 

But it is advertised on its 
website as “a fresh outlook and the 
ultimate clubbing experience.” It 
promises an exclusive selection of 
D Js and live performers.

HIDDEN cameras the latest weapon 
being used by police to combat the 
menace of bogus callers. 

Police in west Suffolk have a number 
of cameras which they are installing in 
the homes of vulnerable people - 
including those who have already been 
victims of bogus callers. 

And detectives hope the cameras will 
help them catch the tricksters in 
action. 

Bogus callers are notoriously 
difficult to convict, partly because their 
victims are usually elderly and do not 
report the incidents when they happen. 

Now police are hoping that the 
cameras will give them a clear picture 
of the thieves in action which could 
provide valuable evidence in any 
future prosecution. 

Det Chief Insp Stuart Hudson said: 
“Recently we have seen increases in 
this type of offence and it is 
appropriate to warn the public to be 
aware of such incidents and give 
guidance on how to deal with an 
unexpected caller. 

“This initiative will also hopefully 
deter offenders.” 

Police have emphasised that 
householders, particularly the elderly, 
should always make sure that doors are 
locked and call 999 if they are visited 
by a suspicious caller. 

They are advised to ask for an 
identity card from any caller and to 
check that they are genuine by calling

New rules aim to keep 
rein on insider dealing 


NEW MEASURES aimed at 
keeping horseracing clean have 
been welcomed in the 
industry’s headquarters in 
Newmarket. 

But there is concern that 
jockeys and stable staff could 
accidentally fall foul of the new 
rulings made by the 
Horseracing Regulatory 
Authority (HRA) to define “inside 
information”. 

George McGrath, who stood for 
election as chief executive of 
the Stable Lads’ Association 
earlier this year, warned that the 
rules could take time to “bed 
in”. 

Mr McGrath, who works for 
Newmarket trainer Willie 
Musson, said: “You will have to 
decide whether someone’s 
opinion is fact. 

“I think it’s a good move 
forward. In any sport there’s an 
element of skulduggery and any 
big sport needs to be 
regulated.” 

The announcement by the HRA 
follows consideration by two 
working groups, one of which 
included former 
Cambridgeshire Chief 
Constable Ben Gunn, who is 
now a member of the Jockey 
Club regulatory board and the 
Gaming Board. 

The HRA is calling for extensive

training and education to 
ensure that everyone in the 
industry knows the part they 
have to play to keep racing 
clean. 

Guidance is to be published for 
jockeys, trainers, stable staff 
and racehorse owners to set 
out clearly what is acceptable 
and what is not. 

Other rules will also apply to 
people employed in the betting 
industry, as well as journalists, 
with tough penalties. 

Jockeys’ agents are being 
banned from laying - betting on 


a horse to lose - any horses 
ridden by jockeys they 
represent. 

Richard Burger, a Cambridge- 
based solicitor and an expert on 
“insider dealing”, said the 
HRA’s recommendations could 
only help racing. 

Mr Burger, senior solicitor in the 
regulatory team of Mills & 

Reeve and a member of the 
firm’s racing group, said: “The 
extensive training and 
education programme 
suggested by the HRA is very 
impressive and illustrates how 
seriously this issue is being 
taken. 

“Owners, trainers, jockeys and 
stable staff would be well 
advised to consider the HRA’s 
recommendations, in particular 
the Integrity Code of Conduct 
and the Guide to the 
Acceptable/Unacceptable Use 
of Inside Information. 

“The guide describes casual 
conversations about the 
chances of a horse as an 
example of acceptable use of 
inside information by trainers 
and jockeys, but also when it 
can move to unacceptable 
disclosure. 

“Trainers, jockeys and their 
advisers should carefully 
consider and understand these 
conditions.”

Mixed bag for Huff 
as Chevrolet shines 



JOY became frustration for Rob 
Huff, who followed up a second in 
round 11 of the World Touring Car 
Championship with an 11th place 
after locking up while going for 
glory in race two in Porto. 

Up until the halfway point of the season, 
Chevrolet’s youngest driver had been 
hampered by mechanical faults and bad 
luck. But Huff, 27, and his team-mates Nicola 
Larini and Alain Menu blew away the rest of 
the field on the Portuguese street circuit to 
bag the first three positions in a storming 
qualifying session for the Wellingborough- 
based team. 

The former Newmarket driver was second 
on the grid behind Menu and in front of 
Larini. And the trio worked the rolling start 
perfectly to protect and maintain each 
other’s position going into a tight first 
corner. 

However, lap two saw a pile-up and the 
safety car was out for six laps as the 
wreckage was removed. On the restart Menu 
and Huff got away cleanly, while Larini was 
left to defend from Gabriele Tarquini 
through several corners. 

But the Italian held on to complete a first 
1-2-3 for Chevrolet, giving Huff his best 
finish this term. 

Huff said: “I am just so happy because I 


have had a real lull since the opening race in 
Brazil with a run of bad luck, but the second 
in race one will give me a confidence boost. 
And the 1-2-3 was just brilliant for everyone 
at Chevrolet. 

“The first race was the dream we’ve had 
since we started back in 2005 when were four 
seconds off the pace in Monza, now we have 
dominated in the streets of Porto.” 

Chevrolet’s podium meant Huff and Co 
started in eighth, seventh and sixth for race 
two. From a standing start, Huff was 


overtaken by Augusto Farfus and Menu. But 
the former Leys and St Faith’s pupil 
managed to cut back inside Farfus’ BMW on 
the second lap before setting his sights on 
the Seat of Tarquini. 

The Chevrolet and Seat had a good tussle 
for the next six laps before Huff finally 
outmanoeuvred the Italian to move up to 
eighth. The safety car returned to bunch the 
field together, but Huff braked too late on the 
penultimate lap and hit a tyre wall before 
rejoining to finish 11th.

BEN Kerr made an 
impression on his Celtic tour 
after claiming third spot in the 
Irish Youths Amateur Open 
Championships in County 
Waterford. 

The Newmarket golfer was in 
action at the West Waterford 
Golf and Country Club, in 
Dungarvan, aiming to step on 
from his performance at the 
Scottish equivalent. 

At the Scottish Youths 
Championship at Erskine Golf 
Club, Kerr had hit three over 
par to miss the cut by two 
shots. 

But days later, a final round 
69 pushed him to four-under 
par 284 to be the top English 
golfer and finish in third spot 
in Ireland. 

In the 72-hole competition at 
West Waterford, Kerr was on 
144 after the first two rounds, 
five shots adrift of leader, and 
eventual winner, Seamus 
Power. 

A round of 71 followed on the 
second morning, and the 
CAGU county foursomes 
champion felt he could put 
pressure on Power. 

“I knew going into the last 
round Seamus was leading 
on about six under so if I 
could shoot about 68 I would 
be in with a chance,” said 
19-year-old Kerr. 

“I birdied the first and 
bogeyed the seventh but 


then birdied eight, 10,11 and 
12 to get to five under for the 
tournament. 

“I thought I might be in with a 
chance, but it didn’t quite 
happen.” 

But after bogeying the 14th, 
hitting a birdie at the 15th 
then dropping a shot at the 
last, he had to settle for 69. 

“I was very pleased with the 
last round as to still be in with 
a shout and get closer to the 
leader is really encouraging,” 
he said. 

Power is a member at the 
course and just missed out 
on selection for the Ireland 
team for the European 
Amateur Team Champion¬ 
ships. 

Runner-up Scott Borrowman, 
who ended the event with a 
total of 283, could not repeat 
his victory in the Scottish 
Championships. 

Kerr had already sealed 
second spot at the Midland 
Amateur Championship at 
Sand well Park this season, 
and is looking to continue his 
hot form. 

He added: “It’s a step in the 
right direction and what I’m 
trying to do at the moment is 
get my name noticed.” 
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
